WASHINGTON (AP)—A special 


committee reports that the capi- 
tal's Thanksgiving Day football 
riot was "a serious racial con- 
flict" brewed in what it calls an 
overcrowded 
public school 
sys- 


tem with lax discipline and a pat- 
tern of violence and lawlessness. 


This situation, plus the frustra- 


tion of defeat in a championship 
high school football game, result- 
ed in "pitting of angry Negroes 
against whites," the report said. 


This was the unanimous verdict 


fuesday of an 11-member com- 
mittee of Negroes and whites aft- 
er a five-week investigation of a 
riot at the city title game.

John's team defeated the predom- 
inantly Negro team from Eastern 
High School.

The committee, headed by Dr. 


Shane MacCarthv. former head of 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er's Council on Youth Fitness, had 
been directed by school Superin- 
tendent Carl F. Hansen to make 
a complete study of the riot and 
its probable cause. 
''The report said "the hoodlums 
who went on a rampage at the 
stadium would have attacked sup- 
porters of any victorious team, 
including a predominantly Negro 
one, as they have in the past 
without interference." 


The result however, the report 


sajd, was a racial incident that 
damaged relations in the city be- 
tween Negroes and white persons. 


The committee said testimony 


had shown "administrative lack 
of control over hoodlum elements 
in the school system and a de- 
teriorating condition in mass au- 
dience events outside of the school 
buildings. 


"Fear 
rages 
through 
many 


school buildings which have be- 
come trampling grounds for out- 
side influences, including thugs, 
hoodlums and persons of the low- 
est character." 


The report said the basic causes 


went back to the problems of the 
school system.

Dislrict of Columbia 


school system had been swamped 
by "the rapid growth in numbers 
of Negro pupils, many with low 
mental ratings, coupled with in- 
creasing crowding of facilities." 


Negroes now make up about 75

Lack of experienced help is the

hand example of this in the case 
of an old friend whose son had 
periods of insanity. The state at 
least provides a place for them 
to go.

Where bad conditions exist, tho 


trouble is sometimes apathy, but 
mostly lack of personnel and lack 
of money to attract trained pe>-- 
sonnel.
